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REMARKS 

Applicants are submitting this amendment in order to 
respond to the Notice to Comply which requires that Applicants 
include a sequence identification number next to each of the 
nucleotide sequences in the claims now presented. 

First of all Applicants have included a new sequence 
listing that includes SEQ ID NO: 154, the nucleotide sequence found 
in claim 2. Antecedent basis for SEQ ID NO: 154 may be found in 
claim 2 as originally presented and in the specification on page 
31, line 20, where the 15 nucleotide segment is set off from the 
rest of the sequence by using lower case letters. Applicants have 
also included a Statement Under 37 CFR 1.821 (f) and (g) that the 
new sequence listing includes no insertion of prohibited new 
matter . 

Applicants have amended claim 2 to insert SEQ ID NO: 154 
into the claim so that the polynucleotide sequence therein is 
identified by a sequence identification number. Applicants have 
also amended claim 3 to make it clear that the polynucleotide 
sequence disclosed therein is identified as SEQ ID NO: 40. 
Applicants also amended the polynucleotide sequence to correct a 
typographical error by deleting an extraneous C. The correct 
sequence is disclosed in the sequence listing under SEQ ID NO: 40 
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and also in Figure 3. See also page 31, line 20 of the 
specification for antecedent basis .
